Greeribelters are preparing to 
wash soap and wax from their win¬ 
dows this week, content with the 
knowledge that an alert police force, 
an imaginative recreation depart¬ 
ment, and a timely rain prevented 
any further destructiveness or mis¬ 
chief. ‘‘Generally speaking,” said 
Chief of Police George Panagoulis, 
“it was an orderly Hallowe’en, with 
some instances of destructiveness. 
. . .but as a whole the majority of 
children were well behaved.” 

A glance at the police blotter 
shows over 30 complaints, includ¬ 
ing “doors tied shut, cut clothes 
line, broken windows, broken car 
windows, broken door glass, block¬ 
ing road, air out of tires, throwing 
bottles and pans at passing cars, 
trashy beer bottles at door, block¬ 
ades of milk bottles, and lawn chairs 
missing.” According to reliable in¬ 
formation, The Cooperator has 
learned that eight letters were sent 
to the parents of children by the 
administration office of PHA in¬ 
forming them that they will be re¬ 
quired to pay for windows that were 
broken. Also, several windows in 
the North End school building were 
broken. 

An apartment on Crescent was 
completely darkened when prank¬ 
sters blew a fuse in the basement. 
The service station was deluged 
with calls to repair at least a dozen 
tires punctured with ice picks. A 
baggage wagon, discovered on 
Southway and Crescent blocking 
the road, was later found to be the 
property of the Berwyn freight sta¬ 
ll on. 

All policemen were on duty 
throughout the night, and seven 
citizens were deputized in prepara¬ 
tion for the night’s frivolity. A 
number of false alarms were turned 
in, but there were no sirens blown 
as the fire department was kept on 
duty.

PHA Lawyer Contends 
U.S. Not Subject 
To Rent Control 

Abe Chasanow, attorney for the 
Greenbelt Rent Protest Committee, 
announced the receipt o'f a letter last 
Thursday notifying him that the 
Public Housing Administration at¬ 
torney, in his answer to the show- 
cause order filed by the Rent Pro¬ 
test Committee, has filed a motion 
for summary judgment. (A sum¬ 
mary judgment is a decision based 
on a point of law, rather than the 
facts at issue.) It is the contention 
of the PHA attorney that the gov¬ 
ernment is not subject to rent con¬ 
trol, and he is basing his whole case 
on the Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Wittek case (June 1949) that the 
Rent Control Act did not apply to 
housing owned or operated by the 
U. S. government. 

Mr. Chasanow stated that it is his 
interpretation that the regulations 
of the Office of the Housing Expe¬ 
diter apply the provision of the Rent 
Control Act to the U. S. government 
and its agencies as well as to pri¬ 
vate landlords. 

The case is due to come up for a 
hearing in Federal Court in Balti¬ 
more soon. 


Introducing Mr. Simon 
Community Manager

Walter Simon, new Federal Man¬ 
ager for Greenbelt, brings a varied 
experience to the job. Born in Bal¬ 
timore, he lived there until six years 
of age when his family moved to 
Louisiana. He attended school 
there through the first year at Lou¬ 
isiana University, when he accepted 
an appointment to West Point in 
1924, graduating in 1928, with a ma¬ 
jor in electrical engineering. 

Worked for FSA 

After two years in the regular 
army, Mr. Simon worked for several 
years for the General Electric Com¬ 
pany, and with other firms, in an 
engineering capacity in the Eastern 
part of the country, ending up in 
•the government with the NR A. In 
1936 Mr. Simon went to the Farm 
Security Administration as manager 
of the Jersey Homestead Projects 
at Hightstown, New Jersey. 

Back in Washington in 1939, Mr. 
Simon worked in the FSA on va¬ 
rious homestead projects until 1942, 
when he entered the Army Air 
Forces as a first lieutenant, emerg¬ 
ing several years later as Lieutenant 
Colonel Simon. During the war he 
spent nearly two years in the China- 
Burma-India theater with the Air 
Force Intelligence. 

Lives in D. C. 

Since the war Mr. Simon has been 
working in the V/ashington office of 
PHA. Mr. Simon owns his own 
home in the Washington area where 
he lives with his wife and teen-age 
daughter Dianne, a junior at West¬ 
ern High School. The Simons do 
not plan at present to move to 
Greenbelt. 

While Mr. Simon has not had any 
direct connection with Greenbelt in 
his previous work, he stated that he 
has always been very interested in 
the “Greenbelt towns.” In reply to 
a question about the possible sale of 
Greenbelt, Mr. Simon stated he felt 
sure “any selling plan will give rea¬ 
sonable protection to the existing 
development.” ,

GCS Elects Miller 
Mitchell, Littleton 

Despite considerable promotional 
work a bare quorum met last night 
at the Greenbelt Consumer Services 
quarterly membership meeting to 
transact business. No official action 
was taken at the meeting until 10:30 
when a quorum was finally mustered. 

The chief action taken by the 
members was the election of three 
board members: Carolyn R. Miller, 
John W. Littleton, and Robert T. 
Mitchell. Mrs. Miller and Mr. 
Mitchell had been previously ap¬ 
pointed to fill interim board vacan¬ 
cies by the directors. Also the 
members unanimously voted for the 
only three nominations to the au¬ 
diting committee: Sherrod East, 
Daniel Lyons, and William Feller. 

Mrs. Beatrice Schalet of C.A.R.E. 
replacing Morris Mitchell as speak¬ 
er of the evening, spoke of the con¬ 
tinuing good work of the relief or¬ 
ganization. Although $90,000,000 
worth of food has been sent to Eu¬ 
rope for relief purposes by C.A.R.E. 
it is impossible to put into words 
the situation that still exists in Eu¬ 
rope, she said. 

Henry Walter, leader of a panel 
discussion on cooperatives, said the 
GCS earnings are “15 to 16 percent 
higher this year than last year for 
the nine months period. Taxes will 
likely^ be higher this year, and cer¬ 
tain portions of the earnings may 
be taxed at the rate of 57 percent, 
he added. 

The Greenbelt Community Band, 
directed by Dana Garrett, played 
several John Philip Sousa composi¬ 
tions in tribute to the 93rd anni¬ 
versary of the eminent march com¬ 
poser’s birth. 

Only 5-Day Residence 
Needed to Register Tues 

Residents of Greenbelt who have 
lived in town for as short a time as 
five days before next Tuesday, Nov¬ 
ember 8, may register to vote on 
that day from 1 to 9 p.m. in the fire¬ 
house at the center, according to 
Mrs. Oscar Zoellner and Mrs. John 
Walker, election supervisiors for 
Greenbelt. The resident need not 
prove his residence by old bills or 
other papers, his oath being suffi¬ 
cient. 

If he is already registered else¬ 
where, however, he must produce a 
transfer or certificate showing that 
his name has been erased from 
those registration books. This cer¬ 
tificate may be obtained from the 
old polling place on Registration 
Day and brought to the new one on 
the same day. 

From now till the November 1950 
election, the new registrant mu§t 
make Maryland his residence in or¬ 
der to have lived a year in the state 
and six months in the county be¬ 
fore the election, not before regis¬ 
tration. 

Confusion over necessary resi¬ 
dence before registration, and whe¬ 
ther or not proof was needed, led 
election officials to stress the short 
residence requirement of less than 
a week. 

In November, 1950, Greenbelters 
will vote for a U. S. Senator and 
congressman, the governor of the 
state, delegates to the General As¬ 
sembly (state), state’s attorney, 
comptroller, attorney general and 
judicial candidates, and the five 
county commissioners, as well as 
other county officials.

Fifth and sixth graders at the 
North End school selected their 1949 
school patrol from those two grades 
through nomination and a secret 
ballot. The three officers of the pa¬ 
trol for the year were also chosen 
as follows: Captain, Tony Baker,; 
1st Lieutenant, John Berry; 2nd 
Lieutenant, Paula Bibler. Each 
week the officers and patrolmen 
meet with their sponsores, Mrs. 
Ruth Lynch and Mrs. Hazel Hel¬ 
ler.

Articles on how best to improve 
their safety patrol were written by 
the children of the 5th and 6th 
grades. Excerpts from the best ar¬ 
ticles, have been combined by the 
class with the help of their teacher, 
Mrs. Phyllis Dickey, follow: 

“During the school year of 1948 
and 1949, the pupils and teachers 
became conscious of the patrol 
force taking advantage of their po¬ 
sition.
